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1. IN MEETING MORNING APRIL 13 WITH PRIMIN AND FONMIN 
DEVOTED LARGELY TO ANOTHER SUBJECT (SEPTEL) I CARRIED 
OUTINSTRUCTIONS CONTAINED IN REFTEL WITH SOME 
MODIFICATIONS BASED ON INTERVENING MESSAGES AND 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

2. IN REVIEWING DEVELOPMENTS OF PAST WEEK CONCERNING 
TENNECO FIVE I MENTIONED FACT THAT OUR VICE CONSUL IN 
ASMARA HAD BEEN UNABLE TO SEE GOV GEN AND THAT I HAD BEEN 
UNABLE TO MIN INTERIOR. I SAID THAT IN MIDDLE OF 

WEEK IT HAD SEEMED DESIREABLE FOR IEG TO TAKE FURTHER 
MEASURES TO CONVEY TO ELF ITS READINESS TALK ABOUT 
RELEASE OF TENN FIVE. DEPARTMENT HAD BECOME GREATLY 
CONCERNED OVER FAILURE TO ESTABLISH EFFECTIVE 
COMMUNCIATIONS WITH ELF AND HAD INSTRUCTED ME TO MAKE 
FOUR POINTS AT MINISTERIAL LEVEL IN ADDIS. FIRSTLY. 
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USG CONSIDERS IT OF GREATEST IMPORTANCE THAT IEG 
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OFFICIALS, TENNECO PERSONNEL AND USG OFFICIALS WORK VERY 
CLOSELY TOGETHER ON THIS PROBLEM BOTH HERE AND IN ASMARA. 
SECONDLY, IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT NO MILITARY ACTION BE 
TAKEN IN AREAWHERE CAPTIVES HELD, AS THIS WOULD 
ENDANGER THEIR LIVES. THIRDLY.USG CONSIDERS IT VERY 
IMPORTANT THAT IEG TAKE ALL POSSIBLE MEASURES TO CONVEY 
TO ELF IN EFFECTIVE FASHION ITS WILLINGNESS DISCUSS 
RELEASE OF TENN FIVE. I TOLD PRIMIN, HOWEVER, THAT IN 
VIEW OF OUR LATEST INFORMATION INDICATING THAT CAPTORS 
AND TENN FIVE WERE PROCEEDING FROM NAKFA NORTHWARD 
TOWARDS SUDANESE BORDER, I WAS NOT REQUESTING FOR THE 
PRESENT THAT IEG MAKE NEW EFFORT TO CONTACT THE ELF. 

NEW INFORAMATION MIGHT SWIFTLY ALTER PICTURE HOWEVER AND 
NEED FOR RAPID IEG EFFORT OF THIS NATURE MIGHT ARISE 
SUDENTLY. FOURTHLY, I NEEDED TO KNOW WITH WHOM I 
COUL DEAL AT HIGH LEVEL IN ADDIS IF I NEEDED REQUEST 
ADDITIONAL ACITION BY IEG. 

3. PRIMIN EXPRESSED REGRET THAT TENN FIVE HAD BEEN 
CAPTURED AND EMPHASIZED HIS DESIRE FOR MAXIMUM 
IEG-TENNECO-USG COOPERATION IN RESOLVING PROBLEM. IEG 
WOULD DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO FACILITATE RELEASE OF 
TENN FIVE. HE WOULD PHONE GOV GEN TO CONVEY THIS 
MESSAGE AND TO INDICATE THAT GOV GEN SHOULD BE IN 
DIRECT TOUCH WITH VICE CONSUL PERRY. HE SAID THAT I 
COULD BE IN CONTACT WITH SECURITY CHIEF COLONEL 
SOLOMON KADIR WITH REGARD TO EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION 
AND SHOULD CONTACT DR. MENNASSIE IF POLICY ISSUE ARISES. 

4. PRIMIN MENTIONED THAT HE HAD RECEIVED A TELEGRAM 
FROM UNSYG WALDHIEM REQUESTING HE DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE 
OBTAIN RELEASE OF TENN FIVE.
